not be found I think it abuadantly 
eafie upon laying good Funds, to fied Mo- 
ney opon the Security of chem, paste 
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the War, and if of the firft appearance any 
difficulty appears, J fhall fay more. 


But before I come to that, I thall take a 
little Liberty with our Methods I 
have {poken a Jittte, of the Iuconvenience 
of Irredeemable Funds; I zm perfuaded 
the Damage of them is too vifible, to need 
that I fhould fay more. Two Things may 
Remedy this Evil ; either to lay the Funds 
Redeemable, or to lay them for lefs Time 
ex In both which'Cafes I acknowledge, 
higher Premios and Advantages muft be 
offer’d to the Lender —— And be it fo, it 
is Reafonable, thac when the Lender Ad- 
vances his Money for a Time only, upon 
the prefling Occafions of the Publick, to 
receive it again when thefe Occafions ceafe, 
he fhould have a larger Confideration —— 
And this brings two Confequences in. 


1, Thofe larger Confiderations, will at 
once take off the diffidence of fome 
People, in lending; for as Merchants 
enfureevery Risk, by the Propostion 
of the Premio, fo advance but an I 
tereft upon the Loan, thofe People 
will Lend, that at the common Rate 
will ftand out-—————Six per Cent. may 
be had any where, Seai’d Bills at the 
Bank now yield it, therefere no Man 
will take his Money out tifete, to put 
it into the Exchequer at the fame Ine 
tereft; butif the Government give 
Has Cent. the Money will prefently 
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All the Obje@ions now that follow 
naturally upcn this, of bringing the 
‘Government into a Payment of Extra- 
vagant Interefts, wiil receive their 
Anfwer in this fecond Head, viz. The 
Nation had better pay Sper Cems. up~ 
onAnnuities redeemable by Parliament, 
than © per Cent. for a Hundred Years 
Entail —— In the firft they are free, 
atid when a Peace: comes, may foon bry 
off their Encumberancey in the fecond 
they are ty’d Handand Foot‘for a 
Hundred Year, ard can never be ina 


Condition either to keep Peace, orto 
make War. | 


On this Notion of mine, much of our 
prefent Credit may depend 5 I know it has 
been faid and Printed too, that when ever 
the Government pleafes to advance the In- 
terefton the Funds, Money will come ing 
buc I think chis isa wrong Notion, he that 
offers a higher Intereft than he gave before, 
begs to borrow -—— He that keffens bis [ae 
tereit, makes the Lender beg to lend 5 but 
here the Advance of Intere# hay a Reafon 
for it, viz. becaufe the Lender is oblig’d 
to take his Money again, which in the o- 
ther Cafe he is note And this is a juft 
Reafon, why he fhould have a larger Core 
fideration, and yet at the fame Time, this 
Advance of a Contfideration, will command 
the Loan. We have fome People very fond 
of faying, the Creditof the Nation has re- 
ceiv’d so blew at all; let fuch fee, if Funds 
on common Intereft will Command stheig 
Loans as ufuale We have others that cry 
out very loud of the Ruin of our Credit, 
and that the Parliament may give Funds as 
long as they pleafe, they will not find Mo- 
ney come in; let fuch fee, if an Advante of 
Intereft and Premio on Loans, be offer’d, 
with a Redeeming Claule to make that Ad- 
vance juft, that Advance does not open the 
clofeft Hand ameng us? 

As to thofe that think every Loan wil 
fil readily, and that Money will come tum- 
bling in at the Exchequer as faft as ever, 
upon the ufual Interett ; I fhall not Contra- 
di@ them, becaufe they are very pofitive 5 
but if they are Friends to the prefent Go- 
vernment, I would not with them to putit 
to a Trial, at leaft not jut now — if 
one Fund fails to fil, they will never fill a- 
nother Befides, the Nature of the 
Thiog is againft it; a general want of Mc» 
ney among the Trading part of the Nati- 
on, has rais’d ehe Rate of Perfonal Credit, 
and Iam miftaken, and very much mifia~ 
form’d, if very good Security ‘has not been 
given lately to borrow Money, and 
a20r 15 1. per Cent. privately paid asa 
Premiowmeme If Pexfonal Credit runs thus, 
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Hazard, and more to their Advantage.
